The Big Story in the Salem 
district in 1963 was not a single 
event.

The first staggering blast oc­ 
curred Jan. 24 when the mer­ 
cury plunged to 27 below zero 
at the city’s sewage disposal 
plant.

John Raley, Lisbon RD 5, 
has been selected as the tech­ 
nician to inspect all sheep in 
Columbiana County. He has re­ 
ceived training from the State 
Department of Agriculture. 
All sheep flocks will remain 
under quarantine until they have 
been 
inspected and declared 
“ clean” by the technician. “ Sus­ 
picious” flocks will be recheck­ 
ed by area state veternarians. 
If found to be infected, they 
will be treated before their 
quarantine is lifted. 
Sheep scab, sometimes called 
scabies, is highly infectious. It 
is caused by a tiny parasite 
which burrows into the skin.
